Todt.'vt  Wednesday  April  10.  1946,  appeared  before  me,  Cerrit  Jan  SIP. 
Inspector  of  Police  1st  clene,  charged  with  the  investigation  of 
war  crimes,  a  person  who  states  to  bet -

Hereupon  witness  takes  the  oath  according  to  his  religious  convictions 
to  tell  the  full  truth  and  nothing  hut  the  truth. 

In  January,  1942.  I  was  serving  on  a  trensportship,  under  the 
command  of  Lieut.  SPQLB8  R.  S.-  At  sea  near  Tarakan  we  were  attacked  by 
and  shot  at  from  a  Japanese  plane.  The  plane  alco  dropped  bombs  which 
did  not  hit  the  nark.  I  wan  shot  in  my  right  celf.  A  naval  flying  boe 
transported  me  to  Balikpapan,  where  I  was  accomodated  in  an  emergency 

hospital.  This  was  on  January  11,  1942. - 

The  Japanese  invaded  Balikpapan  on  January  24,  1942,  Around 
February  20  a  rumour  circulated  in  the  hospital,  which  was  especially 
spread  around  by  native  male  nurses,  that  on  February  24,  1942,  all 
Europeans  wpre  to  be  slaughtered.  On  Fobruary  23,  1942,  all  white 
people,  totalling  eight,  all  patients,  were  fetched  from  the  hospital 
end  taken  away.  They  left  me  alone,  probably  because  I  have  a  rather 

dark  skin. 

In  the  night  of  February  23/24,  1942.  I  escaped  from  the  hospital 
and  mingled  with  the  copulation  of  DAM  kampong  near  there.  I  dressed  u 
as  a  native.  On  February  24,  1942,  the  inhabitants  of  that  kaupong 
wrre  celled  together  by  the  Japanese,  I  was  among  those  people.  WP 
were  taken  to  a  place  on  the  beach,  the  old  fort  KIAKDASSAF,  where  I 
saw  that  the  Europeans,  white  people,  were  already  standing  together. 

I  was  at  about  50  meters  distance  from  the  group  of  Europeans. 

I  recognized  in  the  group  Dr.  ARPS,  doctor  of  the  B.  P.  M, ,  Dr. 
DICK  STAAL,  Captain  doctor,  vicar  KHUISBERO,  and  one  of  the  eight 
pationte  who  had  been  taken  from  the  hospital  the  day  before,  called 
ROSENBERG.  I  also  saw  three  catholic  priests  dreseed  in  white.  I  saw 
a  district-officer  in  uniform  end  a  Police  Insnector  in  uniform.  A  Jape 
r.ese  officer  started  a  conversation  with  that  district-officer  of  which 
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I  could  not  understand  a  thing,  hut  I  irw  that  during  that  conversation 
thrt  of i leer  vas  llltrnating  the  district-officer  hy  blows  in  his 
facn  with  the  hand,  and  further  with  tho  scabbard  over  his  bedv.  Thorr 
was  a  lot  of  shouting  by  Japanese  standing  near,  so  that  I  could  not 
understand  anything.  The  J ftp.  officer  who  had  started  the  talk  with  tin 
(Dutch)  district-officer,  drew  hie  sword  end  hewed  off  both  the  distric 
officers  arms,  p.  little  p>ove  his  elbows,  end  than  hie  two  l^gs  at 
the  height  of  the  knees.  The  district-officer  was  also  taken  to  a  cocr 
nut-tree,  bound  to  it  and  stabbed  to  death  with  e  bayonet.  The  body 
remained  hanging  on  that  tree.  Aft«r  this,  the  sene  officer  went  over 
to  the  Policeman  in  uniform:  I  heard  lp.tor  that  his  name  was  KARSEB001 
ho  was  kicked  pad  beaten  with  the  hand  and  with  the  sword  ir.  the  scab¬ 
bard.  After  this,  that  (Jap.)  officer  hewed  off  his  arms  under  the 
elbow  end  his  legs  near  the  knees:  I  heard  him  shout  once  more 
God  save  the  (fciera".  With  bayonet  thrusts  and  kicks  the  Policeman 
was  made  to  stand  up  and,  standing  on  his  leg  stumos,  he  was  stabbed 
to  death  with  a  bayonet.  Ona  of  the  Homan  Catholic  priests,  I  do 
not  know  his  name  but  it  was  a  grey-haired  man.  stepped  forward  and 
started  a  conversation  with  the  Japanese  officer  which  I  did  not  under¬ 
stand,  but  which  may  have  been  a  request  to  pray.  I  saw  at  least  that 
he  kneeled  aown  near  the  bodies  and  prayed.  He  then  blessed  both  bodi> 
ana  the  whole  group  of  Europeans.  The  Euronpans  were  then  formed  intc 
groups  of  10  to  15  each,  and  thair  hands  were  tied  on  their  backs. 

^ho  group  was  driven  into  the  sea  by  shouting,  kicking  and  hitting 
Japaneae,  until  they  were  in  tho  water  uu  to  about  their  breasts;  ’then 
taey  were  shot  at  one  after  the  other,  slowly,  by  Japanese  soldiers, 
until  nil  had  died. - 

Xt  VTiH  ic^08Eit,1<*  t0  float  away  into  the  see  because  at  about 
30  aotero  froa  th*  beach  th<-rp  wps  a  barbed  wire  entanglement.  Thus 
all  the  Europeans  were  driven  into  tho  sea,  groun  by  groun,  and 
slaughtered  off  in  the  seae  manner.  Among  the  laet  groun  were 
the  three  catholic  priests.  Ag^in  i  e*w  thfi  old  onp  pJnonf  thpm 
start  e  conversation  with  the  Jap.  officor,  I  saw  him  blessing 
tho  . looting  bodies,  after  which  that  group  also  was  driven 
into  the  sea  and  killed  off.  The  entire  groun  of  Euroneans  killed 
thus  must  hove  numbered  from  80  to  100  men.  The  natives  were  forced 
to  -ook  °n,  those  who  wanted  to  go  away  wore  brought  back  with  beatings 
ar.a  violence.-  I  also  saw  none  native  women  faint.- _ 

Across  the  bay  of  BALIKPAPAH  there  1b  a  placo  called  RIKO.  There 
was  e  military  occunation  there.  I  heard  from  some  soldiors  and 
militarised  B.  P.  M.  employees,  who  had  escaped  from  th«ra  in  tho 
direction  of  Balikapnn,  that  the  military  garrison  of  RIKO,  after 
having  surrendered,  had  been  killed  by  bayonet  stab*  ,  in  and 
on  tho  odge  of  pits  they  had  been  forced  to  dig  themselves.  It  may  bo 
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I  c*mot  elvo  ovidonco  Rlout  tho  itr.ngth  of  th.t  ^rl.on  .t  Sm>._
